Province stays 
the course on 
teacher deal 


No change. Education 
minister won’t change 
deal to bring on 
reluctant boards

The province is talking to Al¬ 
berta school boards opposed 
to a recent deal for teach¬ 
ers, but it is not considering 
major changes to get them 
onside. 

The Edmonton Public 
School Board voted last week 
to encourage the provincial 
school board association to 
reject it. 

Kim Capsticlc, a spokes¬ 
person for education minis¬ 
ter Jeff Johnson, said they are 
tiying to bring boards onside, 


but they are not changing 
course. 

“We still have a lot of work 
to do, but we are not going 
to be deterred because one 
or two boards are concerned 
about it.” 

Edmonton Public Schools’ 
trustee Michael Janz said the 
board hasn’t had a chance to 
talk about a “comfort letter” 
Johnson released last week 
or other updates from the 
province. 

“We will then have to 
have a conversation about 
that when we reconvene after 
spring break,” he said. 

Janz said the board’s pri¬ 
mary concern is that with the 
government freezing educa¬ 
tion spending, they can’t af¬ 
ford the teacher deal. 

“We still remain con¬ 
cerned about whether we can 
afford the commitments out¬ 
lined in the agreement.” 


Other boards have raised 
concerns about a proposed 
cap on teacher instructional 
time and a proposed com¬ 
mittee to deal with excess 
workload. 

Capsticlc said they want 
support from boards, but 
those conditions won’t be 
part of the deal boards will 
ratify. 

“We are hoping to get 
support from all the school 
boards, but they don’t actual¬ 
ly sign off on it that is put in 
place by ministerial order,” 
she said. 

Boards do have to ratify 
the new agreement, but Cap- 
sticlc said the government 
has not yet considered what 
it would do if boards turn it 
down. 

“We would certainly cross 
that bridge when we came to 
it,” she said. “We’re not there 
yet.”

Few U of A students 
attend town hall event 


Despite a mass e-mail inviting 
all of the University of Alberta’s 
undergraduate students to a 
town hall meeting regarding 
budget cuts, less than 200 
people attended the event. 

“Why are more students not 
excited about this?” Students’ 
Union (SU) president Colten 
Yamagishi asked the students 
who did attend Tuesday’s event, 
which was hosted by the SU. 

“We sent out an all student 
e-mail, but we’ve got maybe 


0.25 per cent of the student 
population here.” 

While the event was an op¬ 
portunity for students to share 
their concerns, few did. 

Instead, Liberal MLA Raj 
Sherman and NDP MLAs Rachel 
Notley and David Eggen took to 
the microphone and spoke to 
students. 

“They key is you young 
people need to focus on the big 
issue(s) and you’ve got to get in¬ 
volved,” Sherman told students 


gathered at the Students’ Union 
Building. 

Petros Kusmu, SU vice- 
president external, said the pre¬ 
mier has promised cuts to post- 
secondaiy education won’t fall 
on the backs of students. 

“As long as that promise is 
being kept, you’re not going 
to see the entire 30,000 under¬ 
graduate students at the U of 
A being on the streets (pro¬ 
testing),” he said.

A caregiver heading to any city 
aquatic facility can now only 
bring three children under the 
age of eight along, instead of 
five. 

A caregiver in this situa¬ 
tion must be 15 years of age or 
older. 

The City of Edmonton re¬ 
cently adjusted its caregiver to 
bather ratio to one to three. 

“Our pools ... have changed 
over time,” said director of lei¬ 
sure centres Judith Rohovie. 
“We used to have a rectangular 
pool. 


“Now we have lazy rivers, 
we have climbing walls, we 
have tipping buckets, we have 
slides. So we’re constantly re¬ 
viewing process and protocols.” 

The new rule came into ef¬ 
fect March 15 in light of a re¬ 
port released last November in 
partnership with the Lifesaving 
Society following two deaths at 
city pools in 2012, including a 
seven-year-old. 

The society recommended 
the city review the ratio, which 
Rohovie said they do annually. 

Paula Sousa, who brings her 
nine-year-old son to the Terwil- 
legar Community Recreation 
Centre, approves of the change. 

“I would say it’s a good 
thing because obviously it’s 
hard to look after five kids in a 
swimming pool.” 

Along with the rule, en¬ 
forced at the front desk, there 
are lifeguards and the city also 
campaigns for young children 
to be within arms reach. 
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Judith Rohovie, the city’s director of leisure centres, stands poolside at 
the Terwillegar Community Recreation Centre Tuesday during Spring Break.

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Italian court orders retrial for 
Amanda Knox and ex-boyfriend 



Protracted murder case. 

Pair were convicted 
and later acquitted in 
slashing of roommate 


Italy’s highest criminal court 
ordered a whole new trial for 
Amanda Knox and her former 
Italian boyfriend on Tuesday, 
overturning their acquittals 
in the gruesome slaying of her 
British roommate. 

Knox, now a 25-year-old 
University of Washington stu¬ 
dent in Seattle, called the de¬ 
cision “painful” but said she 
was confident she would be 
exonerated. 

The American left Italy a 
free woman after her 2011 ac¬ 
quittal — but only after serv¬ 
ing nearly four years of a 26- 
year prison sentence from a 
lower court that convicted her 
of murdering Meredith Ker- 
cher. The 21-year-old British 


exchange student’s body was 
found in November 2007 in a 
rented house the two shared 
in the Italian town of Perugia. 
Her throat had been slit. 

Raffaele Sollecito, Knox’s 
Italian boyfriend at the time, 
was also convicted, sentenced 
and later acquitted. 

It could be months before a 
date is set for a fresh trial for 
Knox and Sollecito. 

Italian law cannot compel 
Knox to return for the new 
trial and one of her lawyers, 
Carlo Dalla Vedova, said she 
had no plans to do so. 

It was a tough blow for 
the former exchange student, 
whose parents have had to 
mortgage both their homes 
to raise funds for her lengthy, 
expensive defence. 

Prosecutors alleged that 
Kercher was the victim of a 
drug-fuelled sex game gone 
awry. Knox and Sollecito de¬ 
nied wrongdoing and said 
they weren’t in the apartment 


that night, although they ac¬ 
knowledged they had smoked 
marijuana and their mem¬ 
ories were clouded. 

An Ivoiy Coast man, Rudy 
Guede, was convicted of the 


Kercher slaying in a separate 
proceeding and is serving a 16- 
year sentence. 

Whether Knox ever returns 
to Italy to serve more prison 
time depends on a string of ifs 


and unknowns. 

Whether Italy actually re¬ 
quests extradition will be a 
political decision made by a 
future Italian government.

Knox said it was “painful to 
receive the news,” after the 
trial showed the prosecu¬ 
tion case was “unfounded 
and unfair.” 

“My family and I will 
face this continuing legal 
battle as we always have, 
confident in the truth and 
with our heads held high in 
the face of... unreasonable 
adversity,” the 25-year-old 
said in a statement Tuesday. 

Mark Waterbuiy, author 
of The Monster of Perugia: 
The Framing of Amanda 
Knox, said, “It just amazes 
me that the system drags 
on... when the case would 
have been thrown out in 
the United States long ago.”

Toronto’s embattled mayor 
is denying allegations that he 
showed up drunk for an official 
function last month, dismissing 
the latest controversy to plague 
his mayoralty as “lies after lies.” 

An agitated Rob Ford ad¬ 
dressed the allegations briefly 
at a news conference Tuesday, 
blasting a Toronto newspaper 
for what he called its “relent¬ 
less” attacks against him. 

“It’s the Toronto Star going 


after me again,” he said. 

The Star reported Ford was 
asked to leave the Garrison 
Ball, which raises money for 
the Wounded Warriors charity, 
over concerns he was drunk. 

It also said current and for¬ 
mer members of Ford’s staff 
have described a longtime bat¬ 
tle with alcohol abuse. 

The paper’s report is based 
on several unnamed organizers 
and guests, the Canadian press

Moonshine, aftershave killing droves in ex-Soviet nations 



Alcohol causes 40 to 60 per 
cent of premature deaths 
among working-age men and a 
third of women in the former 
Soviet nations, according to 
research from medical journal 
The Lancet. Homemade and 
non-commercial spirits are 
blamed, along with govern¬ 
ment failures, for the death of 
around a million people annu- 
ally. 

“The big problem is the 
easy availability of spirits from 
pharmacies, sold as products 
such as aftershave,” Martin Mc¬ 
Kee, Lancet author and alcohol 
specialist at the London School 


of Hygiene and Tropical Medi¬ 
cine, told Metro. “Eveiyone 
knows about this, but there is 
a reluctance toward programs 
with a medical approach.” 

Of the 12 ex-Soviet states, 
Ukraine and Belarus are the 
greatest concerns, says McKee. 
“There are no restrictions, 
and the problems continue to 
grow.” 

Russia is one of the highest 
consumers of alcohol and has 
the highest risk rating from 
the World Health Organiza¬ 
tion. There has been progress 
— spirits are more tightly con¬ 
trolled, and beer has replaced 


vodka as the most popular 
drink — but the problem is 
growing. 

“Despite some advances, 
the situation is desperate,” 
said Dr. Yuiy Razvodovsky, al¬ 
cohol and drug researcher at 
Belarus’ Grodno State Medical 
University. “It’s crucial to im¬ 
prove the quality of licensed 
alcohol as many people believe 
homemade products are bet¬ 
ter, explaining the popularity 
of moonshine.” Police must 
target illegal production, now 
a major industry, Razvodovsky 
added.

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Curfews imposed 
in Myanmar as 
violence spreads 


Religious tensions. 

Unrest sparked last week 
in the central city of 
Meikhtila; clashes last 
year left hundreds dead 


Authorities in Myanmar im¬ 
posed a duslc-to-dawn curfew 
in three townships on Tues¬ 
day after anti-Muslim reli¬ 
gious violence touched new 
parts of the countiy, edging 
closer to the main city of Yan¬ 
gon. 

State television reported 
incidents in the three town¬ 
ships in Bago region, all with¬ 
in 150 kilometres of Yangon. 
The latest attack Monday 
night was in Gyobingaulc, 
where it said “troublemakers” 
damaged a religious building, 
shops and some houses. The

report said similar attacks 
on religious buildings, shops 
and houses occurred Sunday 
night. Official reports use the 
term “religious buildings” in 


an apparent attempt to damp¬ 
en passion, though in most 
cases the targets were report¬ 
edly mosques. 

The announcement said 
an emergency law known as 
Section 144 would be applied 
in the three townships. It will 
ban public assemblies, march¬ 
es and speeches and impose a 
6 p.m. to 6 a.m. curfew. 

The religious unrest began 
with rioting a week ago in 
the central city of Meikhtila, 
sparked by a dispute between 
a Muslim shop owner and his 
Buddhist customers. 

The New Light of Myan¬ 
mar newspaper said Tuesday 
that eight more bodies were 
found in Meikhtila as soldiers 
cleared devastated areas set 
ablaze by anti-Muslim mobs 
during three days of rioting, 
bringing the death toll to 40.

Too big to fail. Move 
aims to limit the chance 
a major bank 'would 
encounter distress or 
failure,' says OSFI head 


The federal financial super¬ 
visor has slapped a too-big- 
to-fail label on Canada’s six 
largest banks, declaring they 
will need to cany a bigger cap¬ 
ital buffer and be subjected to 
stricter supervision than their 
smaller peers. 

The Office of the Super¬ 
intendent of Financial In¬ 
stitutions said Tuesday that 
the “systemically important” 
designation stems from a 
framework issued by the Basel 
committee on banldng over¬ 
sight in October that set out 
guidelines for assessing domes¬ 
tic financial institutions. 

Coincidentally, the Bank of 
Canada announced it would 
regulate SwapClear, the dom¬ 
inant global system for cen¬ 
trally clearing over-the-counter 
interest rate swaps operated 
from the United Kingdom. 

Under the new OSFI re¬ 
quirement, the Bank of Mont¬ 
real, Bank of Nova Scotia, 
Canadian Imperial Bank of 
Commerce, National Bank of 
Canada, Royal Bank of Canada 
and Toronto-Dominion Bank

The banks will need to have 
a common equity tier 1 ratio 
of eight per cent as compared 
with seven per cent for small¬ 
er, less important financial 
institutions as of Jan. 1, 2016. 
The OSFI changes are also de¬ 
signed to make Canada’s lead¬ 
ing banks more bullet proof in 
the event of a financial crisis. 

“The measures ... are de¬ 
signed to limit the likelihood 
that a major bank would en¬ 
counter distress or failure that 
could negatively impact the 
Canadian economy or taxpay¬ 
ers,” OSFI head Julie Dickson 
said in a news release.

I’m not sure what it is about giant pandas. 

Most of the time, they just sit there. The rest 
of the time they eat bamboo. Repeat. 

But this week, two giant pandas are the 
toast of Toronto, and therefore the rest of Can¬ 
ada. China has loaned two of the rare bears to 
Canada: five years in Toronto, and then five in 
Calgary, and they landed at Pearson airport 
Monday, via FedEx. 

Stephen Harper, who looks a little panda- 
esque himself, signed for the bears. 

The rest of us will have to travel to Toronto 
or Calgary if we want to watch Er Shun (the girl 
panda) and Da Mao (the boy) just sit there and 
eat bamboo. 

Of course, the other important panda view¬ 
ing activity is watching them have sex. There are only be¬ 
tween 1,500 and 3,000 of these bears left in the world, so

Not a tantalizing prospect if you 
prefer the seclusion and serenity of the 
mountain forests of your natural habitat in 
Sichuan, China. But when you’re on the Red 
List of Threatened Species, I suppose you 
should feel grateful you can still earn your 
bamboo by just sitting there, looking awful¬ 
ly cute. 

So cute that Toronto hopes millions of 
people will line up to watch Er Shun and Da Mao just sit 
there, plus buy the inevitable panda spinoffs. 

Of course, not everyone is enchanted by the panda- 
monium, especially those who think we should close all the 


zoos and set the animals free into the wild. 

Where, I might add, it is more than likely they will be sys¬ 
tematically poached, climate changed, overrun — and run 
over — into oblivion. 

Any visit to a zoo these days is a depressing experience, 
not just because zoos are depressing places (spend some time 
watching morose gorillas behind glass: uplifting), but be¬ 
cause there is literally no survival alternative for a vast array 
of species on display. 

Zoos are, really, the last safe places for many animals. But 
only the cute ones — like pandas — or the interesting ones — 
like gorillas. 

Ugly or nondescript critters just go quietly extinct with¬ 
out a fuss even from animal rights advocates, who have a ten¬ 
dency to champion the poster pandas and leave the wart 
hogs to fend for themselves. 

If you don’t believe me, I leave you with a simple number, 
more eloquent than I will ever be: 200. 

That’s the number of species, according to the UN, that 
are gone everyday.

In The Host, the hotly an¬ 
ticipated new film written 
by Twilight scribe Stephenie 
Meyer, a parasitic alien is in¬ 
jected into the body of Mel¬ 
anie Stiyder, played by Sao- 
irse Ronan. 

Sounds grim, but remem¬ 


ber, this is from the lady who 
gave us sparkly vampires and 
undying love, so the alien in¬ 
side is kind of a lovesick crea¬ 
ture who helps the host body 
find her loved ones. 

That’s a lot more benign 
than other parasitic alien 
movies. 

The most famous alien or¬ 
ganism — in the movie Alien, 
naturally — literally burst on 
the screen, poking its hor¬ 
rible head through the chest 
of John Hurt in one of cin¬ 
ema’s most indelibly creepy 
moments. 

To get a natural reaction 
from his actors, director Rid¬ 
ley Scott didn’t fully explain 
what was about to happen as 
they shot the scene. 

“Everyone (on the crew) 
was wearing raincoats,” 
said Sigourney Weaver. “We 


should have been a little sus¬ 
picious.” 

When the alien came ca¬ 
reening out of Hurt’s body 
the actors were genuinely 
surprised. 

Blood oozed all over the 
set and the shock was so in¬ 
tense it’s alleged that Veron¬ 
ica Cartwright passed out and 
Yaphet Kotto was so freaked 
out he went to his room and 
wouldn’t talk to anyone. 

Much less bloody is The 
Puppet Masters, which sees 
the earth invaded by alien 
“slugs” that piggyback on 
people’s backs, controlling 
their minds. 

Based on the Robert A. 
Heinlein 1951 novel, the film 
starred Donald Sutherland, 
who also appeared in one of 
the genre’s classics, Invasion 
of the Body Snatchers.

The original movie of the 
story, taken from Jack Fin¬ 
ney’s classic novel The Body 
Snatchers, dates from 1956 
and has been declared by the 
Libraiy of Congress as “cul¬ 
turally, historically, or esthet- 
ically significant,” but it is 
the Sutherland version, from 


1978, that is truly chilling. 

The stoiy of alien infil¬ 
tration — humans are be¬ 
ing replaced one by one by 
emotionless ETs — was called 
“the best film of its kind ever 
made” by The New Yorker’s 
Pauline Kael and a movie that 
“validates the entire concept 
of remakes,” according to 
Variety. 

The strangest movie para¬ 
site wasn’t an alien, but a bug 
that feeds on fear. 

In the Tingler, these para¬ 
sites attach themselves to 
their host’s spine and tingle 
when the host is frightened 
or scared. 

In its original 1959 run it 
was shown with the Percepto! 
gimmick that gave some of 
the theatre seats a small elec¬ 
trical jolt — or tingle — dur¬ 
ing the movie’s climax.

By the end of that sentence, 
like iTunes, you probably 
stamped the word countiy 
on her music. That’s only par¬ 
tially true. Eveiybody’s find¬ 
ing out there’s a lot more to 
Kacey Musgraves. 

“My favourite compli¬ 
ment probably ever is when 
someone tells me, ‘I don’t 
like countiy music, but I like 
your music,”’ Musgraves said. 
“It really stokes me out when 
I hear that. It’s cool because 


I don’t want to be defined 
by the iTunes label. So if I 
can just make good music 
that can appeal to a range of 


people, then I’ll be happy.” 

So far, she’s on target. 
Those songs, Mama’s Broken 
Heart, written for Miranda 


Lambert, and her own lead 
single Meriy Go ’Round, 
have stormed right on up the 
radio airplay charts. Even the 


media types who often ignore 
mainstream countiy music 
are on board. Rolling Stone’s 
Jody Rosen says in a four-star 
review, “The album show¬ 
cases a songwriting voice 
you won’t hear anywhere 
else in pop: young, female, 
downwardly mobile, fiercely 
witty.” And Ann Powers of 
indie rock-focused taste- 
maker NPR says it unfolds 
like a novel and considers it a 
“gift.” “Pop desperately needs 
women artists like Musgraves 
— women who can tell the 
stories of their regular sis¬ 
ters and nieces and aunts and 
uncles and boyfriends in opti¬ 
mistic but realistic terms.” 

Musgraves sings of small¬ 
town lovable losers stuck in a 
loop on Merry Go ’Round and 
espouses smoking weed and 
erasing romantic gender lines 
in Follow Your Arrow. That’s 
just the start. Musgraves has 
delivered an album meant to 
gently, but pointedly, jostle 
the status quo. 

“I would love to change 
things about countiy,” she 
said. “I think we need to be 
a little more accepting. If you 
listen to eveiy other genre 
there’s no issue talking about

The canals 


Amsterdam’s canals are 400 years old this 
year, but strolling along the waterways 
never gets old. The sceneiy includes Golden 
Age mansions dating to the 17th centuiy, 
converted warehouses and narrow build¬ 
ings that sometimes look like they’re ready 
to topple over sideways. The ring of canals 
starts with the Singel, which boasts a floating 
flower market. Then come the Herengracht, 
Keizersgracht and finally the Prinsengracht. 
Once you’ve worked up a thirst pounding the 
cobbled sidewalks, stop off for a drink in one 
of the “brown cafes” — small bars named 
for their dark wooden interiors — along the 
canals or in the web of narrow alleys that 
interconnect them. If you visit the Red light 
District (and most tourists do), you’ll discover 



Vondelpark 


The city’s most famous park is just a stone’s 
throw from Museum Square and a great 
place for a picnic. The 116-acre park (47 hec¬ 
tares) has ponds, tree-lined pathways, kids’ 
playgrounds, an open-air theatre and cafes. 
You can rent inline skates, but it’s mainly 
just a great place to lay down a blanket and 
sit for an hour or two watching the world 
go by. Look out for the Picasso sculpture of a 
fish in one of its meadows. 



Free things 
to do 
when in 
Amsterdam 


Eye 

One of Amsterdam’s newest landmarks is a 
stark, white film institute, called the EYE, 
perched on the northern bank of the Ij 
waterway. While you have to pay to take in 
a movie, the cafe and its terrace are open to 
all who are prepared to buy a cup of coffee or 
light meal and offer a front-row seat to watch 
barges chug along the Ij against a backdrop 
of the city skyline. Remember that Amster¬ 
dam, at its heart, is a busy port. Getting there 
is another of the city’s unsung pleasures 
— you squeeze onto a free commuter ferry 
usually crammed with cyclists from behind 
Central Station. 



Begijnhof 

The clatter of trams and ringing of bicycle 
bells can be an assault on the ears, but 
there’s a hidden oasis of peace in the heart 
of Amsterdam if you need a little quiet time. 
The Begijnhof is a small grassed courtyard 
surrounded by beautiful 17th- and 18th- 
centuiy houses that were originally built for 
pious Catholic single women. It’s right in the 
middle of town and reachable by a gateway 
at the end of a lane leading off one of the 
city’s busiest shopping streets, but it is almost 
eerily silent. The courtyard also holds a small 
English Reformed Church and a Catholic 
chapel. If you don’t manage to get into the 
Rijlcsmuseum to see Rembrandt’s Night 
Watch, right around the comer from the 
Begijnhof is another hidden (and free) gem of 
the city, the Schuttersgalerij, or Civil Guard 
Galleiy, of the Amsterdam Museum. 




Markets 


Amsterdam’s wealth began in its port 
with the merchants who bought and sold 
eveiything from tulip bulbs to spices from 
the East Indies. A little of that mercantile 
past can still be seen at the city’s many 
markets. The most famous is the Albert 
Cuyp food market in the Pijp neighbour¬ 
hood, which sells, as the city website 
puts it, everything from cheese to bicycle 
chains, six days a week. The prettiest is the 
Noordermarkt, a sort of grower’s market 
that sets up each Saturday outside the 
historic Noorderlcerlc church, next to the 
Prinsengracht canal. The best flea market 
is at Waterloo Square eveiy day except 
Sunday close to the Amstel River.

A couple of years ago while 
travelling to attend a confer¬ 
ence in Barcelona, the airline 
lost my luggage. To add to the 
pain, my seat mate on the 
plane accidentally dropped a 
bowl of cereal in my lap. Arriv¬ 
ing in wet, dirty clothes with 
nothing to wear was a less than 
pleasant experience. 

Unfortunately there is noth¬ 
ing you can do to guarantee 


that your luggage makes the 
trip but there are a few ways to 
minimize the risk and the po¬ 
tential pain. 

If it’s convenient to your 
travels, choose an airline 
that has a good track record 
in ensuring on-time arrivals 
of baggage. There are several 
websites, like dot.gov/aircon- 
sumer, which will give you 
the latest statistics on how 
major carriers perform in this 
area. 

When booking a flight try 
to make it’s a direct one. The 
more changes, the greater the 
chance you or your bags could 
miss a connection. 

Remove all old luggage tags 
from your suitcase before you 
arrive at the airport. 

Label the bag inside and out 
with your contact information. 
By putting an address on the 
inside it ensures you can be 
reached even if your tags get 
ripped off. Use a work address 
versus your home address so 


any potential thieves looking 
for houses to target come up 
empty handed. 

Put important items such as 
medications and valuables in 
your cany on. You will not be 
reimbursed for all the items in 
a lost piece of luggage. Airlines 
have a maximum that they will 
pay per piece of luggage, re¬ 
gardless of the contents. 

When it comes time to fly, 
don’t check in late. Adhere to 
the schedule guidelines pro¬ 
vided by the airlines. If you are 
running to make a flight so is 
your bag. 

Don’t forget to hang on 
to your baggage claim ticket 
as you will definitely need it 
should your bag go missing. 

Finally, if you are travelling 
with someone else consider 
putting a change of clothes in 
their suitcase. So, if you are 
like me and ciying over spilled 
milk ... in your lap, you will at 
least have something to change 
into.

Social media has been hailed 
almost imanimously as a revo¬ 
lutionary tool for business, and 
for good reason. But there’s one 
question that has hounded it 
since it first came into the pic¬ 
ture: Does social media have 
any “real” worth? 

Yes, veiy much so, accord¬ 
ing to Toan Dinh, director of 
marketing and solutions for 
corporate disclosure filings re¬ 
search provider DisclosureNet. 
“Although I think it’s true that 
many businesses still think that 
social media isn’t a true driver

of key results, I’ve come to 
know many organizations that 
do embrace social media as an 
essential part of their market¬ 
ing pillars.” 

Social media’s results “speak 
for themselves” 

The root cause of doubt, he 
says, is the common perception 
that social media is simply a 
short-term marketing strategy. 
“Many companies are still test¬ 
ing the ideas of social media 
and haven’t come to a conclu¬ 
sion yet. They often give up too 


early on social media, or that 
they have unrealistic expecta¬ 
tions of how long it takes for 
social media to reach ‘critical 
mass’,” he explains. 

Still, whether or not nay¬ 
sayers believe social media 
management to be a “real” job, 
Dinh believes the results speak 
for themselves. Having had 
extensive experience in hiring 
for digital marketing positions, 
he says that, in many com¬ 
panies, the social media team 
doesn’t merely consist of one 
manager, but a whole team of 
social media specialists execut¬ 
ing campaigns on a daily basis. 
He notes, “When social media 
delivers results, it is one of the 
highest ROI strategies in the 
digital marketing portfolio.” 

It also helps that social 
media metrics have progressed 
by leaps and bounds in recent 
years, giving a sense of tangibil¬ 
ity to reports on its effective¬ 
ness. Ryerson University’s Ted 
Rogers School of Management 
professor Dr. Donna Smith 
notes that while social media 
research isn’t really indicative 
of consumer purchase behav¬ 
iour, it is much more refined 
than it used to be. “There are 
now sophisticated programs 
that have the ability to crawl 
the web for information. Mar¬ 
keters can monitor the strength 
of sentiment of a brand (on a 
scale of one to five), consumer 
behaviour and other factors by 
analyzing social media chatter 
or channel usage,” she says.

More than three-fourths 
of teenagers have a cellphone 
and use online social network¬ 
ing sites such as Faceboolc, ac¬ 
cording to the Pew Research 
Center’s Internet and Amer¬ 
ican Life Project. But Faceboolc 
for teens has become a bit like 
a school-sanctioned prom — 
a rite of passage with plenty 
of adult chaperones — while 
newer apps such as Snapchat 
and Kile Messenger are the 


much cooler after-party. 

Even Faceboolc acknow¬ 
ledged in a recent regulatoiy 
filing with the Securities and 
Exchange Commission that 
it was losing younger users: 
“We believe that some of our 
users, particularly our younger 
users, are aware of and actively 
engaging with other products 
and services similar to, or as a 
substitute for, Faceboolc,” the 
company warned investors in 
Februaiy. 

Parents often hand their 
kids a mobile device without 
understanding exactly what 
it can do, said Dale Harlc- 
ness, a technology director at 
Richmond-Burton Community 
High School in Richmond, Ill. 
He estimates that even with¬ 
out using social media servi¬ 
ces, the average high school 
student probably transmits 
some 150 texts a day.

After Friendster came 
MySpace. By the time Face- 
book dominated social media, 
parents had joined the party, 
too. But the online scene has 
changed — dramatically, as 
it turns out — and these days 
even if you’re friends with 
your own kids on Faceboolc, it 
doesn’t mean you know what 
they’re doing. 

Thousands of software pro¬ 
grams now offer cool new ways 
to chat and swap pictures. The 
most popular apps turn a hum¬ 
drum snapshot into artistic 
photography or broadcast your 
location to friends in case they 
want to meet you. Kids who 
use them don’t need a credit 
card or even a cellphone, just 
an Internet connection and de¬ 
vice such as an iPod Touch or 
Kindle Fire. 

Parents who want to keep 
up with the curve should stop 
thinking in terms of impos¬ 
ing time Emits or banning so¬ 
cial media services, which are 
stopgap measures. Experts say 
it’s time to talk frankly to kids 
about privacy controls and re¬ 
mind them — again — how 
nothing in cyberspace eveiy 
really goes away, even when 
software companies promise 
it does. 

“What sex education used

Levey hnlcs her kids’ de¬ 
vices to her iTunes account so 
she’s aware of programs they 
install. She also requires that 
her kids make their accounts 
accessible to her and follow 
certain ground rules: protect 
your passwords, set privacy 
controls and never transmit in¬ 
appropriate pictures or words. 

A big hurdle for parents is 
overcoming the idea they are 
invading their kids’ privacy by 
monitoring onhne activity, she 
said. In fact, she said, it can be 
the kid’s first lesson that hard¬ 
ly anything onhne is private, 
anyway. 

“If they want privacy,” 
she said, “they should 
write in a journal and hide 
it under their mattress.”

One person’s garbage is an¬ 
other person’s treasure and 
the same can be said for cer¬ 
tain types of gold and silver 
jewelry. 

Some gold and silver 
items are worth more to 
some buyers for their collect¬ 
ible value rather than simply 
the “melt” value of their gold 
content, according to Canada 
Gold Vancouver regional de¬ 
velopment manager Gregory 
Neilson. That’s why some 
sellers should consider sell¬ 
ing privately. 

“These might include 
items such as quality, un¬ 
damaged fashionable jewelry 
or rare collectible coins,” he 
says. “It wouldn’t make sense 
to sell these kinds of items to 
a typical cash-for-gold buyer,

as they only pay for the pre¬ 
cious metal content.” 

Industry experts suggest 
that before selling these 
items, people should know 
for certain what type of pre¬ 
cious metals they have, how 
much it weighs and the pur¬ 
ity of the gold and details 
about any gemstones that 
may be included. The best 
course of action is to have 
the item professionally ap¬ 
praised so the buyer can ac¬ 
cess the details. 

Neilson says the best 
place to sell these specific 
types of items for the most 
money would be websites 


like Craigslist, eBay or Kijiji, 
but he warns there are some 
risks involved in selling on¬ 
line. 

“People should make sure 
to do their homework and 
never part with their items 
before receiving all of the 
money from the buyer in cer¬ 
tified funds.” 

The second choice might 
be to sell the items through 
a consignment shop. While 
there will be less risk and 
less work on the part of the 
seller, they generally have to 
give up at least 20 per cent 
of the value as commission 
to the consignor, and some¬ 
times up to 40 per cent. 

“There are many good 
consignment shops in cities 
all across Canada and even 
some online,” Neilson says. 

Many experts caution 
against selling at pawn 
shops though, unless the 
seller is willing to take a 
small fraction of the item’s 
value. If there is an emer¬ 
gency and you need to sell 
the item fast, there are ways 
to sell faster online such 
as “Buy it Now” or sell the 
jewelry auction style.

Longtime NHL assistant 
coach Wayne Fleming has 
died at the age of 62 after a 
battle with brain cancer. 

Fleming’s career in the 
NHL spanned 14 seasons 
with the New York Islanders, 
Phoenix Coyotes, Philadel¬ 
phia Flyers, Calgary Flames, 
Edmonton Oilers and Tampa 
Bay Lightning. 

“Thoughts and prayers 
go out to the entire Fleming 
family,” tweeted Lightning 
star Steven Stamlcos. 

Fleming also coached 
internationally, including 
stints as head coach of Lek- 
sand in Sweden, EV Land- 
shut in Germany and Avan- 
gard Omsk in Russia. 

The Winnipeg native 
was part of three Olympic 
coaching staffs for Canada, 
winning a silver medal in Al¬ 
bertville in 1992 and a gold 
medal in Salt Lake City in 
2002.

Woods has long used the 
phrase — at least since 2009

The ad has garnered hun¬ 
dreds of comments, many 
congratulating Woods on 
the ranking, but others com¬ 
menting that the ad sends 
the wrong message in light 


of Woods’ past problems. His 
five-year marriage to Elin Nor- 
degren collapsed in 2010 after 
multiple affairs came to light. 

Others responded on Twit¬ 
ter. Annie Kessler, 25, in Col¬ 
umbus, Ohio, tweeted that 
the ad was a “poor choice” for 
Nike. She said it is inappropri¬ 
ate because of Woods’ past 
infidelity. 

Nike spokeswoman Beth 
Gast said that the ad refer¬ 
ences Wood’s refrain that he 
competes to win. 

“When asked about his 
goals such as getting back 
to number one, he has said 
consistently winning is the 
way to get there,” she said in 
an email response to a queiy. 
“The statement references 
that sentiment and is a salute 
to his athletic performance.”

Engine 


For 2014 an all-new 
V6 turbo-diesel comes 
on-stream. Although it 
has the same 3.0-litre 
displacement offered on 
the 2007/08 GC (that was 
sourced from Mercedes- 
Benz), the new version 
is built by an Italian 
supplier, which is under¬ 
standable given Fiat’s 
dominating control of 
Chiysler. Its 240 horse¬ 
power and 420 pound-feet 
of torque trump the previ¬ 
ous 215/376 ratings. 


Jeep is reinforcing its new 
cleaned-up turbo-diesel by 
labelling it the “EcoDiesel.” 
Maintaining its clean bill of 
health involves the injec¬ 
tion of a substance known 
as urea into a chamber just 
ahead of the muffler. The 
organic-based compound 
reacts with and neutral¬ 
izes the engine’s nitrogen 
oxide gasses. It then burns 
off the remaining soot and 
expels what little is left. 

The 30-litre urea reservoir 
should last for about 16,000 
kilometres before requiring 
a $50 to $60 top-up. 


Transmission 


The other component 
added to the EcoDiesel mix 
is an eight-speed automatic 
transmission. In fact, all 
Grand Cherokee power 
plants will be connected to 
the new gear changer. Jeep 
says it provides quicker 
acceleration, smoother 
shifting and improved fuel 
economy. The rear-wheel- 
drive EcoDiesel GC is rated 
at 10.31/100 km city and 7.1 
highway. By comparison, 
the base gasoline 3.6 earns 
a 12.3/7.9 rating.

Sport utility vehicles might be 
fading from the automotive 
landscape, but at least a couple 
of Chiysler’s Jeep-branded 
models tenaciously hold firm 


to the go-anywhere concept. 

Of course Jeep’s warrior-in- 
spired Wrangler is the group’s 
undisputed icon, but there’s 
certainly nothing old-fash¬ 
ioned about the updated Grand 
Cherokee that’s now rolling off 
the assembly lines. The new 
2014 model shows a freshly 
scrubbed face plus some major 
adjustments under the hood. 

The current-generation 
GC that arrived for the 2010 
model year was a hit right out 
of the gate with stylish looks, 


sure-footed suspension and 
a smooth-running 290-horse- 
power V6 engine. The 360- and 
470-horsepower “Hemi” V8 op¬ 
tions (the latter attached to the 
super-swift SRT model) have 
added considerable perform¬ 
ance luster to the lineup, but 
it’s the fuel-efficient V6 that 
has contributed the most to 
the GC’s continuing popularity. 

Opting for the EcoDiesel 
adds $5,000 to the $56,600 
price tag of the Grand Cherokee 
Overland (the base 3.6 Laredo 


starts at $41,600). Factor in the 
extra cost of diesel fuel, and 
the EcoDiesel upgrade doesn’t 
seem quite so tempting. 

But the 3,265-kilogram tow 
rating matches the 5.7-litre 
V8’s while providing a 550-kilo- 
gram advantage over the gas 
V6 models. And the estimated 
1,170 maximum cruising range 
might persuade buyers to ser¬ 
iously consider the extra ex¬ 
penditure. 

Returning is Jeep’s available 
air suspension with five separ¬ 


ate height settings, along with 
Selec-Terrain that allows the 
driver to adjust the 4x4 and 
height/transmission settings 
for sand, mud, snow, rock or 
sport. The latter reduces the de¬ 
gree of traction control, lowers 
the ride height and directs ex¬ 
tra torque to the rear wheels. 

The physical improvements 
and expanded engine lineup 
make the Grand Cherokee a 
more complete package and 
an exemplary member of the 
dwindling sport ute fraternity.

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Team ready to roll 
in Eco-Marathon 


Energy-efficiency. 

Students to race their 
automotive inventions 
powered by various 
fuels and battery 
systems in Houston 


Toronto to Wawa — about 900 
kilometres — on a litre of gas¬ 
oline may seem impossible. 

Not to the University of To¬ 
ronto’s Supermileage team, as 
engineering students aim to 
get just that kind of mileage 
at Shell’s Eco-Marathon Amer¬ 
icas in Houston, April 5 to 7. 

The seventh annual Eco- 
Marathon, held in the Amer¬ 
icas, Europe and Asia, chal¬ 
lenges university, college, 
and high school students 
around the globe to design, 
build and run their energy-ef¬ 
ficient automotive inventions 
powered by various fuels and 
battery systems. 

Going the furthest on the 
least amount of energy is the 
goal. Entrants are awarded 
in categories that include in¬ 
genuity in eco-design, safety 
and technical features as well 
as for their perseverance and 
team spirit. 

A record was set last year 
when the Mater Dei High 


School team from Evansville, 
Indiana got the equivalent 
of 880 lcm/litre with their 
motorized prototype. 

These U of T engineer¬ 
ing students have worked 
together the past 18 months 
planning to raise the fuel ef¬ 
ficiency bar even higher with 
their entiy: Journey 1. 

Powered by a 1.3 hp, cus¬ 
tom fuel-injected Honda leaf 
blower motor, with their own 
carbon fibre designed body on 
an aluminum tube frame and 
chassis that all weighs less 
than 45 kilos (100 pounds), 
Journey l’s team members are 
confident their vehicle will 
easily maintain the minimum 
required competition speed of 
24 km/h, and even hit 35. 

It’s the first year Toronto’s 
U of T students have entered 
the contest, which Quebec’s 
Universite Laval has won 
three times, and they are up 
to the challenge. 

“A lot of teams have a pre¬ 
vious year’s car to work on, 
their benchmark, but we’ve 
had absolutely nothing to 
work off of. We had to start 
from scratch,” said Jonathan 
Hamway, one of the Super¬ 
mileage team’s senior mem¬ 
bers, all of whom are work¬ 
ing on internship jobs during 
a gap period between their 
third and fourth year of en¬ 


gineering studies. 

“I was excited to join the 
design team because I’m really 
into cars,” said first-year stu¬ 
dent Tabish Gilani, one of the 
eight-member group’s young¬ 
est participants. “I’ve really 
learned a lot working in a team 
that has a common goal.” 

Involving both younger 
and older students is the key 
to establishing a solid founda¬ 
tion. “The best way to do that 
is by building with junior stu¬ 
dents who will keep the torch 
going,” said David Sinton, a U 
of T mechanical engineering 
professor and director of the 
school’s Institute for Sustain¬ 
able Energy. 

The eco-marathon course 
is nearly a kilometre on 
city streets circling the 12- 
acre Discoveiy Green Park 
in downtown Houston. The 
teams from Brazil, Canada, 
Guatemala, Mexico and the 
U.S. must complete 10 laps. 

“New records are being set 
each year and I’m rooting for a 
Canadian team to bring home 
raine Mitchelmore, president 
and chair of Shell Canada. 

This year a record number 
of seven Canadian university 
groups from Halifax to Vancou¬ 
ver will be competing against 
more than 140 teams from 
across the Americas.

Bringing Volkswagen’s pres¬ 
ence into the world of so-called 
four-door coupes, the VW Pas¬ 
sat CC packed four doors onto 
a low-slung, sleek body that 
wouldn’t look out of place on 
a sports coupe. Designed for 
elegance and an upscale, so¬ 
phisticated look, the Passat CC 
was an affordable head-turner 
packed full of premium fea¬ 
tures. Note that the Passat was 
also available in a more trad¬ 
itional sedan or station wagon 
model for shoppers requiring 
something more mainstream. 


Common Issues 


Triple-check all interior 
electronics, including the win¬ 
dows, motorized seats, sunroof 
and stereo/navigation system. 

Ensure the engine 
operates smoothly at idle, 
and at light, moderate and 
full throttle while driving. 
Hesitation or “lumpy” power 
delivery, possibly accom¬ 
panied by a check-engine 
light, could be the result of 
one or more faulty ignition 
coil packs, which power the 
vehicle’s spark plugs. VW’s 
ignition coil packs are well 
known to be failure-prone, 
though they’re relatively in¬ 
expensive and simple to fix. 

Shifting issues on a model 
with the DSG transmission 



could be caused by a faulty 
mechatronics unit, which 
controls the advanced gear¬ 
box. Opt for a model with 
the manual transmission to 
be safe, where possible. 

The available 3.6-litre 
V6 engine had numerous 
well-documented examples 
of engine failure in earlier 
Passat models, though it’s 
relatively unclear if the 
issue (failure of a bolt within 
the engine) had been fixed 
by the time the CC rolled 
around. Opt for a four-cylin¬ 
der model where possible. 


Engines 


© Power came from a 
2-litre turbocharged 
four-cylinder engine 
with 200 horsepower, 
or a 3.6-litre V6 with 280. The 
four-cylinder model came 
in front-wheel drive only, 
and with DSG or manual 
transmission choices. The V6 
could be teamed only with a 
six-speed automatic and all 
wheel drive. 


What owners like 


O CC owners rave about 
a comfortable inter¬ 
ior, plenty of creature 
comforts, a high-dollar feel 
and smooth, quiet ride. A 
sense of pride, expensive 
looks and styling are also 
highly rated, and most 
owners say performance is 
more than adequate.

Chevrolet is doing it with the 
Cruze and Mazda is going to 
do it with the new Mazda6. Of 
course, Volkswagen has been 
doing it forever, while the 
Jeep Grand Cherokee is going 
to get back into it. 

“It,” of course, refers to 
diesel engines, which have 
been a no-brainer in Europe 
for decades. 

And then there’s this car. 
Walter de’Silvia once said 
it’s the most beautiful car he 
has ever designed. He should 
know all about that, since he 
heads up the styling depart¬ 
ment at Audi. 

And the gleaming blue A5 
coupe sure looks like a sports 
car with two doors, six-speed 
manual transmission and 19- 
inch wheels. The base engine 
is a stout gasoline V6 with 
265 horsepower. There’s a 
supercharged model, called 
the S5, with about 60 more 
horsepower. Both have Quat- 
tro all-wheel-drive. But this ... 
is different. It’s an A5 sports 
car with a diesel engine. 

Of course it’s not available 
in North America — yet — but 
it is available in Europe. And 


a fast drive on an unlimited- 
speed section of the German 
Autobahn is just the ticket to 
confirm this two-door’s claim 
as a true sports machine. Out 
here, looking the part just 
isn’t going to cut it, especially 
when nearly eveiy other car 
is a BMW or a Mercedes-Benz 
driving in the fast lane. 

The A5’s 220-horsepower 
3.0-litre diesel engine is a 
new strain of diesel with a 
combination of civil driving 
characteristics, outstand¬ 
ing torque (more than 400 
pound-feet from a small V6, 
which is nearly double that 
of the gas V6) and a projected 
average fuel economy in the 
5.5-1/100-km range. 

In terms of perform¬ 
ance, Audi’s numbers are 5.9 
seconds for the sprint to 96 
km/h and a top speed of 248 
km/h, 0.2 seconds quicker 
and 50 km/h faster than the 
base gas V6. Wow. 

Largely absent from North 
American roads, thrifty diesels 
are immensely popular in 
Europe, where fuel costs sig¬ 
nificantly more. At home in 
Canada, diesels are relegated 
to strong-man work, some¬ 
times deemed too uncouth for 
much of anything else. But a 
new-generation diesel is upon 
us that uses cleaner fuel while 
filtering out the black grime 
that used to be synonymous 
with diesel ownership. 

But a sports car? It’s the 
perfect vehicle to prove that 
diesels are, in fact, for real. 
Audi also has sound logic for

turbocharger to build boost 
pressure and thus power 
— is present, but then an 
exhilarating rush of torque 
has you on your way. But al¬ 
most immediately, you have 
to shift. Yes, probably the 
most obvious adjustment to 
your driving style, especially 
in a sports car, is learning 
to short-shift the diesel — 
which means to shift much 
sooner than you’re used to. 

For example, the gas V8 in 
the Audi RS5 pulls past 8,000 
revs. The diesel? A whopping 
4,500. So, you spend much 
more time shifting up and 
down when you drive a diesel 
sports car because the time 
spent in any gear is minimized 
by the veiy narrow rev range. 
The A5 diesel would no doubt 


be quicker to 96 km/h than 
Audi’s claim of 5.2 if the driver 
didn’t have to go through so 
many shifts to get there. 

On the plus side, the en¬ 
gine is only running at 4,200 
revs or so at the maximum 
speed, which we can verify to 
be 248 km/h, or slightly bet¬ 
ter, as shown on the speed¬ 
ometer. At that rate, the A5 
is gobbling up a football field 
every 1.3 seconds. 

Will diesel fly? If it can fly 
like this on the Autobahn, then 
it just might have a chance.

its development of diesel en¬ 
gines: the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency predicts 
that 500 million barrels of 
crude oil could be saved eveiy 
year in the United States 
alone if just one third of all 
vehicles were diesel powered. 
While about half of European 
vehicles are equipped with 
diesels, in North America 
that number plunges into 
single-digit territory. 

So, here we are just out¬ 
side of Munich, Germany, on 
a sunny spring day with the 
Alps carving a distinct-but-ran- 
dom path across the horizon. 

Despite what you might 
have heard about the quiet¬ 
ness of new-generation 
diesels, you can still tell this 
A5 has a diesel, although at 
idle it’s as quiet as any gas 
engine. Winging the throttle 
reveals a slight ticking, like a 
loud cat purring, at the low¬ 
er end of the rev range, but 
nothing offensive. 

A small hint of turbo lag 
— the time it takes for the

You wouldn’t drive even a 
few blocks without buckling 
up your children, but what 
about your pets? Letting them 
ride unrestrained can pose a 
serious danger to the pet, to 
people in the car and even to 
first responders if something 
happens and you need help. 

Pets are safest when teth¬ 
ered in the rear seat, says 
Christina Selter, editor at 
safety advocacy group Barlc- 
BuckleUP. “They can sit 
down or move around, but 
they can’t fall off the seat, 
and they can’t get out of the 
vehicle,” she says. 

Your steering wheel and 
dash contain airbags that can 


deploy at 300 km/h in a crash. 
If your dog is on your lap, the 
airbag will kill it. It will also 
slam the animal into your 
abdomen, causing internal 
injuries. It’s also distracting 
to drive with a pet on your 
lap, and your steering ability 
is severely limited, especially 
in emergency situations. 

If your pet gets behind the 
brake pedal — a favourite 
spot for cats — you’ll cause 
serious injury when you hit 
the brakes, and you won’t be 
able to stop safely. 

As well, an unrestrained 
animal can fly through 
the car with deadly force. 
Selter says that if you crash 
at just 56 km/h, your 27 kg 
dog will become a 1,224 kg 
projectile that can seriously 
injure or even kill human 
passengers. 

Your dog could become 
territorial with first respond¬ 
ers, preventing them from 
helping you, or your fright¬ 
ened pet could bolt from the 
car if someone opens the 
door. This could result in the 



animal being run over, or 
even cause another collision 
as drivers tiy to avoid it. 

Pet stores sell harnesses 
that secure to the car’s seat 
belts (never buckle them in 
with a collar), but make sure 
the leash is short enough that 
the animal can’t tumble off the 
seat. If you use a carrier, secure 
it with a seat belt so it doesn’t 
bang around in a crash. 


“Pets will get used to a 
travel safety product,” Selter 
says. “Let them wear it 
around the house and praise 
them for wearing it. Do short 
rides at first, until they are 
used to whatever product 
you choose to use. Also, pick 
something that is easy for 
you. Most people don’t use a 
product because it isn’t easy, 
so find one you like.” 


More pet -safety tips 


• Don't restrain your dog with 
a thin-strapped walking har¬ 
ness. Travel harnesses have 
wider straps, which help to 
avoid internal injuries. 


• A pet can sustain fractures 


just by falling off the seat 
when you hit the brakes. 


• Never let your dog ride in 
an open pickup truck bed, 

where even a fender-bender 
could be fatal.
